JIn aletter to President Nixon; the 
Chinese-American Democratic 
Club (CADCY commended the 


_ President“fo taking a historically 


unprecedented and significant step 
towards_ improving the relations 
between the United States and the 
People's Republic of China.” The 
CADC was referring to the Presi- 
dent's forthcoming trip to Peking 
“to seek the normalization of 
relations between the two coun- 
tries and also to exchange Views on 
questions of concern to the two 
Sides.” 

“May we assure you,”said the 
CADC jletter，“'that the over- 
whelming majority of the Chinese- 
American comrmunity in the U.S.is 
most supportive of your quest for 
the normalization of relations and 
is hopeful that such a trip will bring 
about a better understanding be- 
tween the two countries.” 


The CADC, the letter continued， 
“is committed to work for abetter 
relationship _ between the Chinese 
and the American people 一 and to 
promote an American policy of 
peace, understanding and coopera- 
tion with the People s Republic of 
China.” 

The same letter also commended 
the President “ for suspending 
American flights over China by 
manned SR-71 spy Planes and 
unmanned reconnaissance drones 
and for halting the dispatching of 
special CIA-supported teams of 
Lao tribesmen on reconnaissance 
into_ China to avoid any incident 
that might interfere with the Presi- 
dent's trip to Peking. 

The CADG further urged the 
President to include Chinese- 
Americans in the presidential party 
that will visit Peking because，“by 


Virtue of our historicaland cultural 


link with the 750 million mainland 


Chinese，we are able to offer a 


unique understanding of China 
that most Americans lack.”Meore- 


over,“we think it will be a good - 


gesture to _ have some Chinese- 
Americans in. the delegation to 
Peking.2” 


However, the same CADC letter . 


expressed “Tegret””that the Presi- 


dent is pursuing a “two-China 
pojlicy,”as announced by Secre- 
tary of State William P. Rogers on 
August 2.“As youknow,”"said the 
CADC jletter,“that policy is vehe- 
mently oppbosed by both the 


People's Republic of China and the 、 


Nationalists.” 

“The CADC is opposed to such 
an Unacceptable policy. We urge 
you to recognize the 了 People's 
Republic of China as the legitimate 
government of China and to 
acknowledge that Taiwan is an 
integral part of China (as the U.S. 
did prior to the 及 orean War) and 
accept the question of Taiwan's 
re-unification with the mainland as 
strictly an internal affair of China， 
to be determined solely by the 
Chinese people without American 
intervention.” 

Asastep toward the imnplementa- 
tion of a one-China policy，the 
CADC urged the President to 
“withdraw all American military 
bases and forces from Taiwan and 
the Taiwan Straits and 
acknowledge that the government 
of the People's Republic of China 
is the legitimate representative of 
China in the UN.,” 

The letter，according to Club 
president Miss Gimmy Park Li， is 
“a follow-up”of the policy state- 
ment on US-China relations, adopt- 
ed by the CADC on July 8, 1971.

HK refugees 


”WASHINGTON 一 IThe State 
Department has agreed to release 
an initial $100,000 to help needy 
refugees in Hong Rong who intend 
to_ emigrate to the United States， 
Sen. Hiram ILL. Fong reported last 
week. 

Some 250 Hong 玉 ong refugees 
per month of the estimated 
200,000 in the British crownm col- 
ony currently are eligible for condi- 
tional entry into the United States 
under the U.S.refugee Program. - 

“Iam very happy now that this 
aspect of the immigration policy of 
the United States is being imple- 
mented equally and justly in Asia 
as Well as other parts of the world,” 
Fong said. 

The $100;000 will be used to 
COVer costs of such aid as interest- 
free transportation loans，English 
language instructions， imedical 
examinations and X-rays, Visa fees 
and integration assistance SO the 
refugees can be assimilated more 
easily into the American way of 
life. 

The funds were released follow- 
ing Imeetings .and exchanges of 
letters between Fong and variols 
officials concerned， including 
Francis 工 . Kellogg，Special Assis- 


tant on Refugees and Migration 
Affairs to Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers. 

During these exchanges，the se- 
nior Senator from Hawaii pointed 
out that the refugees from Hong 
Kong，because of the lack of 
assistance made available to those 
from Europe，having to go into 
heavy ， debt， being exploited 
through usurious interest rates, and 
having difficult tmes adjusting to 
their new Surroundings. 

Fong stressed to those in charge 
of the U.S. refugee program that 
Asian refugees should receive the 
saime treatment accorded those 
from Europe. 

A U.S. refugee center was estab-- 
lished in Hong 玫 ong last Nov. 工 
following strong representations 


by the Senator. ITIhe center 
Processes the conditional entry 
applicants. 


Also，at the insistence of the 
Senator，U.S. immigration authori- 
ties a few months later allocated 
250 entry visas per month to the 
refugees in the Crown Colony. 
Until then very few, 于 any, got U.S. 
entry under the refugee category 
provided for in the 1965 Immigra- 
tion and Nationality Act. 


Seamitiress victory 
marks breakthrough 


The Human Rights Commission， 
active for some time in efforts to 
obtain compliance with Federal 
wage and hour ljaws by Chinatown 
garment shop operators, learned at 
its reguljar meeting last Thursday 
that a landmark case，in which a 
jury awarded back wages Plus 
punitive damages to a woman 
complainant,，has pointed the way 
to _ some more positive develop- 
ments in the compliance fieldq. 

Jack Siedman, an attorney in the 
Chinatown-North Beach office of 
the Neighborhood Legal Assistance 
Foundation,， told the HRC that a 
Federal District court recently 
awarded a woman worker $1,655 
as reimbursement for underpay-， 
ment and 4$1,655 punitive 
damages，thbe first time a subcon- 
tractor has had this extra penalty 
for non-compliance-. 

Siedman said the Foundation 
originally filed two suits: one in- 
cluded the prime contractor and 
the subcontractor and was settled 
out of court，Ppresurmably because 
of the desire to avoid exposure of 
charges of violation of Federal 
WwWork statutes; and the second, the 
trial suit, which named the subcon- 
tractor alone. He reported that 
bringing such sujts hadbeen almost 
impossible in the past because of 
the_ difficulty of finding women 
WwWorkers in the shops who .were 
willing to sign complaints. 

Officials of the U.S$. Department 
of Labor's Wage and Hour and 
Public Contracts Divisions also re- 
ported to the HRC that as a result 
of this important case and of 


jncreased agency ettorts， 
complaints are coming into them 
and_ more women are becoming 
willing to ve _ evidence in mini- 
mum wage law violation investiga- 
tions- 

John M. Silver, Area Director of 
the Divisions，said that the non- 
compliance situation had existed 
for a long time in Chinatown, but 
that until quite recently it hadbeen 
difficult not only to find workers 
willing to 重 ve evidence and bring 
charges, but also to build cases that 
had a good chance to win. 

Richard Cheung，a compliance 
officer，explained the difficujlties 
of maintaining surveillance of al- 
leged offending shops，many of 
which run far beyond working 
hours and whose wage and hour 
records have been shown to be 
inaccurate and incomplete-. 

Leonard 玉 ingsley，Chairman of 
the HRC，made it clear that the 
Commission would continue its 
concermn and involvement in the 
problems of the Chinese women 
Workers, and Commissioner Victor 
Medearis commented that it ap- 
peared to him thatthe women were 
suffering as they did because of 
discriminatory ， Practices against 
them because they are Chinese. 

Attorney Siedman inqicatedthat 
his office was considering ways to 
holdresponsible the prime contrac- 
tors (downtown _ manufacturers 
which supply materials to sub- 
contractors for producing finished 
garments) for underpayments re- 
sulting from the piece rates they 
Set.

LET US JOIN HANDS 

Since the US Court of Appeals, in separate decisions、 
has rejected efforts to eliminate Chinese children from 
the city's plan to integrate Schools by busing and has 
turned down the Board of Education and the Concerned 
Parents Association's request for a stay、both proponents 
and opponents of busing now agree that the integration 
of the city's 97 elementary Schools by busing this fall is 
virtually ifievlitable. Further lesgal action will take Place 
when the Schools are intesgrated. In view of this Situation、 
we now call upon all men of good will. regardless of whe- 
ther they have been ftor or against busing、to join forces 
and cooperate with the School Board in an orderly Im- 
plenmientation of the court ordered“Horseshoe Plan.” 

(Considerable danmasges have already been inftlicted upon 
the schools and children throusghout the controversy. FEor 
the Suke of our children's education and better race re- 
lations in San Francisco it is of utmost importance that 
mutuul hostility be _ buried and replaced by reason and 
Spirit of cooperation and goodwill. 

We are distrcssed that Quentin Kopp, the attorney rcp- 
presentins the Chinese anti-busing torce who ls plannling 
to run for the Board of Supervisors，has been discussing 
various alternatives to -busing、icluding possible boy- 
cotts. We consider talks of school boycotts _ devisive and 
Iirresponsible. Such an action is unlawful and not in the 
best interest of our children. We hope that the rich who 
can afftord to send their children to Private Schools will 
not use this tactic to deceive and abuse the poor who 
will not be able to do likewise. Chinese children who are 
in desperate need of Enslish languase instruction will Sut- 
fer most severely it they were used for that purpose. 

We call upon the Board of Supervisors， the Mayor、 
(CACA.Chinese SIx Companies and all the leaders of the 
Chinese.conmmunity to publicly disassociate themselves 
fronm such irresponsible、ill-conceived tactics -- tactics that 
will surely brins irreparable damasge to the education of 
Our children and the Society In general. 

Wefurther call upon the Board of Education its ad- 
nlinstrators und teachers to take al1 possible steps to make 
sure all Chinese parents and children be adeduately in- 
ftormed of how the intesration plan will aftect them- Al 
school inftormation nliust be availuble in bothn Chinese sand 
Enslish.

The Chinese were earnest stu- 
dents,，and visitors without exXcep- 
tion commented favorably upon 
their avid eagerness to learn. Their 
teacherreported that onceall of his 
zealous pupils undertook the copy- 
ing of the entire textofan English- 
Chinese dictionary from one Pre- 
pared by,the.teacher, who himself 
ihad spenti10 hoursiofidaily labor 
for three months tocomplete it, 

The school was poorly equipped 
and the curriculum limited, but in 
spite of this the total enrollment 
至 ew steadily to over two hundred 
in 1870; the average dailly atten- 
dance was only twenty, since many 
students remained in school only 
until they learned enough English 
to obtain positions as clerks and 
interpreters. 

The lone teacher of the Chinese 
school was given wide latitude by: 
the Board of 了 Education in his 
administration of the school. He 
was even allowed to schedule the 
School vacation at Chinese New 
Year instead of strictly following 
the regular calendar of the city 
school system. And in order to 
accormodate the needs of different 
jindividuals who could not come to 
school at regular hours，he con- 
ducted morning and evening ses- 
sions at one point, in spite of the 
fact the school was nominally an 
evening School. 

Practically all of the students 
were males，with most of them 
being young adults ranging from 
twenty to thirty years of age. There 
were few girls since, at that time， 
education for them was considered 
unnecessary in Chinatown society. 
The attitudes. of the oriental scho- 
lars also reflected the social atti- 
tudes of Chinese society in Ameri- 
ca of those days in other ways. For 
example, those from the merchant 
class regarded students from lower 
economijc strata as social inferiors， 
and had to be persuaded by the 
teacher before they would even 
condescend to sit on the same 
bench with theirpoorer classmates. 


Dematise of 雪 e School 

In 1870，reflecting its indiffer- 
ence for the welfare of a politically 
imnpotent，voteless minority，the 


school act passed by the legislature 
quietly left out any provision for 
public schools for the Chinese in 
any way Whatsoever. This was 
sufficient excuse for the school s 
foes. The school was closedin 1871 
and this time it remained closed. 

Now the Chinese had only the 
missionary schools to turn to. 
Actually these schools had their 
start even before the opening of the 
Chinese Public School， Rev. 
William Speer of the Presbyterian 
Church having started a class in 
1852. By the 1870s，recognizing 
the needs of the increasing Chinese 
population and the inadequacy of 
the public_ educational facilities， 
the Methodists, the Congregation- 
ists，and the Baptists had also 
established schools in Chinatown.， 
For more than a decade afterward 
these were the only educational 
facilities in the English language 
available to ambitious Chinese.

try;， and charged with qisloyalty for having 
made a trip to the North Korean capital of 
Pjong Yang in 1963 in order to see the fam，

The international protest at such treatment 
of a ereative artist (with particular pressui' 
being applied by the West German Govern- 
ment On whosc teriitory the act had taken 
Placee) ieached 4 high piteh early in 1969 
when it became known that Yun was not 
onljy in prison but sufrering from a healt 
ailment， It was on the hoor of that plison 
that he put the finishing touches to his two- 
bart upera “Dreams,”premietred in Nurem， 
berg in February of that ycal'， 

When Yun was released and returned to 
his hesidence in the eitadel town of Span- 
dau，West Berlin's westernmost Suburb， thec 
senate of that walled-in city brought the 
Nurembelrg piroduction to its Theatel， des 
Westens as a moving gesture of honor and 
welcome to the modest man who had been 
through so _ much. 


It was in 1969，too，that the Baltic Sea 
city of Kiel awardqded Yun its 玉 unstpreis， 
and commissioned him to write his third 
Opera，The working title was “Beloved 
Vixen,” a ghost comedy，and was to have

The Chinese-American Demo- 
cratic Club announced today that 
there will be an intensive voters 
registration in the Chinatowr- 
North Beach area on August21 and 
22 (Saturday and Sunday). 

As many as eight to ten registra- 
tion stations will be set up at 
strategic points in the area. Each 
station will be mannedbybilingual 
personnel. Information fliers in 
both Chinese and English also will 
be distributed throughout the area. 

In making the announcement， 
the CADCalso issued apreliminary 
report on the first major voters 
registration drive ever conducted in 
the Chinese community. Accord- 
ing to the CADC，almost one 
thousand persons have been regis- 
tered since the start of the drive 
three weeks ago. 

“The phenomenon is unprece- 
dented,” saidq the spokesman for 
the CADC. The heavy turnout， 
according to the CADC, must be 
attributed to the widespread dis- 
satisfaction with the city govern- 
ment among the Chinese and an 
increasing awareness among the 
Chinese that their voice and wel- 
fare have been largely ignored by 
the _ people in City Hall. “The 
Chinese people are frankly tired of 
being ignoredand pushed around,” 
concluded the spokesman. 

The CADC，however, also attri- 
buted its Success to the large 
number of volunteers working not 
only in the headquarters at 915A 
Grant but also in the streets in 
different parts of the city.
